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ARRL Seeks Comment On Draft 
“Bandwidth” Petition 


The ARRL wants members’ comments on a planned 

petition to the FCC seeking to regulate amateur sub- 

bands by bandwidth rather than by mode. The ARRL 
Board of Directors adopted the petition’s guiding principle- 
-to create a regulatory environment more accommodating to 
newer technologies--two years ago, and it wrapped up its re- 
view of a draft petition in late July. 


“The main objective is to make appropriate provision for dig- 
ital modes in the HF amateur bands, while preserving ama- 
teurs’ prerogatives to use the traditional modes,” said ARRL 
CEO David Sumner, K1ZZ. “Regulation by Bandwidth” is 
the title of Sumner’s “It Seems to Us . . .” editorial in Sep- 
tember QST. 


The draft petition represents expert input from the ARRL Ad 
Hoc HF Digital Committee. ARRL staff also provided an in- 
terim report, and the Board reviewed a draft petition when it 
met last January. An ARRL Executive Committee review fol- 
lowed. The EC decided to make a synopsis and explanation 
of the petition available to ARRL members before it goes to 
the FCC. 


“The regulation of emission modes in Amateur Radio Service 
allocations is a limiting factor with respect to Amateur Radio 
experimentation,” the petition synopsis concludes. “It leads to 
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attempts to put new technology into a regulatory framework 
that was designed only to deal with older analog emissions.” 
To implement digital technologies, an underlying assumption 
of the League’s draft petition is to provide for an intermediate 
bandwidth--between what’s needed for the legacy CW and 
phone modes--in the middle of certain bands. 


As drafted, the ARRL’s bandwidth petition would preserve 
double-sideband AM unchanged, but it would stop short of 
opening the phone bands to digital and other modes of the 
same bandwidth. 


FCC rules now permit RTTY and data emissions throughout 
the HF CW subbands, although informal agreements typical- 
ly keep RTTY and data signals out of those parts of the CW 
band generally used for CW. The ARRL’s petition proposes 
to limit bandwidth in the CW subbands to 200 Hz, which also 
will accommodate data modes such as PSK31. 


In addition, the League’s proposal would limit bandwidth 
in the existing “RTTY/data subbands” to either 500 Hz or 3 
kHz, with phone emissions specifically prohibited in certain 
subbands where 3 kHz would be permitted. Under the pro- 
posal, these would include 3650-3725, 7100-7125, 14,100- 
14,150 and 21,150-21,200 kHz.

I read the DX bulletins with interest when the an- 
nouncement came that a DXpedition to Aves Island 
(YV@) would take place in late July/early August. Al- 
though I already had YV@ confirmed on SSB and CW, 
none of my previous QSOs were on 160 m.

Alexanderson SAQ Station Now On 
UNESCO World Heritage List 


from The ARRL Letter — Alexanderson SAQ station now 
on UNESCO World Heritage List: Varberg Radio SAQ at 
Grimeton, Sweden, has been added to the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and Cultural Organization (UNES- 
CO) World Heritage List. The only remaining pre-electronic 
transmitter for transatlantic work, SAQ is maintained in 
perfect working order. On 2004 Alexanderson Day July 4, 
the 80-year-old 200 kW Alexanderson alternator--with its 
multiple-tuned antenna--transmitted a celebration message 
on 17.2 kHz. The message was copied in Europe and on the 
East Coast of the US. Return channels included Amateur 
Radio station SA6Q at the Grimeton site and the Internet. 
UNESCO said the 1920s-vintage radio station in southern 
Sweden is an exceptionally well-preserved monument to 
early transatlantic wireless communication. The site includes 
the transmitter equipment and its associated antenna system, 
comprised of six 127-meter (approximately 417 foot) steel 
towers and staff housing. There’s more information on the

Condolances to the family and friends of these amateurs who 
became a Silent Key during July: Thomas Bowen KA9ERC, 
Donna, TX (formerly of Kokomo), July 4; George Scheuer 
WBOSCC, South Bend, July 6. They will be missed. 


The date for this year’s Amateur Radio Awareness Day 
previously was announced as Saturday September 11. The 
League has changed it to Saturday September 18. This year 
there was no particular reason to pick the second rather than 
the third Saturday, and the second Saturday corresponds 
with September 11 - a day that will be commemorated for 
an overeaching reason. While amateur radio played a part in 
our nation’s response to the September 11 attacks, concern 
has been expressed that by designating September 11 as Am- 
ateur Radio Awareness Day, may be perceived as trying to 
ride the coattails of a national tragedy. At the very least, we 
may be perceived as insensitive. While the League regrets 
and apologizes for any confusion that may result, the best 
course of action at this time is to designate September 18 as 
Amateur Radio Awareness Day. Please modify any materials 
or plans accordingly that you have. 


The FCC has formalized its policy for issuing an emergency 
communications declaration (ECD) on Amateur Radio Ser- 
vice frequencies. The policy, which became effective August 
2, states that ECDs will be issued for VHF or UHF repeaters 
- if the licensee consents - or on simplex channels in the 60- 
meter band. The FCC will not entertain requests to specifi- 
cally sequester frequencies in other HF bands for emergency 
traffic only. Past emergency communications declarations 
- typically issued during weather-related emergencies - have 
put frequencies on 75 and 40 meters off limits to general 
use in an affected region. The practice has drawn complaints 
from members of the amateur community - especially from 
those well outside the affected region - and from emergency 
nets, which still experienced QRM. 


The FCC said frequencies in other Amateur Service bands 
- where emergency nets already have been established - 
may be used during emergencies under the provisions of 
para 97.101(c). That rules section stipulates that Amateur 
Service control operators give priority to stations providing 
emergency communications “at all times and on all frequen- 
cies.”

The July session of the ARES/Emergency net was very short 
due to extremely poor propagation conditions. For those of 
you who follow the sunspot activity and its effect on our 
ionosphere, July has been a very up and down month for 
propagation on the HF frequencies. The announced CUSEC 
exercise on July 25 didn’t happen due to extremely poor 
conditions. 


JUST A REMINDER: The 2-meter FM frequencies that we 
use are extremely popular and universally used throughout 
Indiana and all of the U.S. They are THE most publically 
accessable amateur frequencies that we use. There are lit- 
erally 100s of thousands of programmable scanners in use 
by the public, and public service officials. Since almost all 
amateurs have some type of 2-meter gear and often use it 
daily, it is easy to forget that anyone, and I do mean ANY- 
ONE, besides another amateur could be listening to your 
local repeater or simplex frequency. That ANYONE, could 
be an EMA Director, Chief of Police, City/County Council- 
man, Red Cross Chapter Chairman, the Mayor of your city, 
Fire Chief, etc......and the list is unending. I cannot urge you 
strongly enough to remember that your best amateur radio 
presence is the one that you need to use on the local repeater. 
Those citizens who are scanner-wise, will often tune in to 
the SKYWARN nets during severe weather. The info that 
trained spotter hams provide is accurate and extremely time- 
ly. So, any “cat-calls,” derogatory remarks, etc. need to be 
“verboten” at all times. Even at 3:00 AM, you don’t know 
who might be awake, and be listening to their scanner. ‘Nuff 
said!

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er-speed data communications in these subbands by 
preventing them from becoming de facto ‘expanded 
phone bands.’” Sumner explained. 


The new proposals take into account the ARRL’s prior 
“Novice refarming” petition to expand some HF phone 
bands, included in the FCC Notice of Proposed Rule 
Making in WT Docket 04-140. 


Amateurs typically won’t have to be able to measure 
the bandwidth of their signals, Sumner says, since 
the bandwidths proposed are more than sufficient for 
“clean” signals using traditional HF modes. 


The ARRL proposal would eliminate bandwidth re- 
strictions in the 222-225 MHz band--beyond a require- 
ment to keep signals confined within the band. 


Sumner encouraged ARRL members to review the 
synopsis of the petition and the specific rule chang- 
es the League plans to propose <http://www.arrl.
